The Closing Exercises of the Cone 
gress—tiarmonious and Interestiug 
Proceedings, 


Congress convened at 9:30 o’clock, 
President Butler in the Chair, 

Prayer by Rev. Mr. Hunt, of North 
Carolina. 

Messrs. AT Mial, JL Bridgers, 
Daniel Shaw, D R Goodloe and R 
Clark, of North Carolina, and 8 Ruf- 
fin, of Alabama, were admitted as 
delegates, 


A resolution, introduced by Dr.“ 


Mills, was adopted, inviting the Kd- 
ucational Association, now in session 
in the Senate Chamber to attend the 
sittings of the Congress. 

Col. Jno. L. Bridgers, of Edecombe, 
delivered, by appointment of the last 
Congress, an agricultural address, 
holding the attention of the Con.. 
yress for the space of two hours. 

Col. Rridgers argued that there 
was compelled to be a change of ag- 
riculture in the cotton States. The 
population and prosperity of these 
States were diminishing in quan— 
tity and quality. Between 1860 and 


IS70 the ten States of the South lost 
in its produets over 83,000,000 
bushels of corn, over 728,000,- 


WO pounds of hay, over 115,000,000 
pounds of riee, over $8,000,000 hogs, 
over 4,000,000 bushels of wheat, over 
7,000,000 bushels of peas and beans, 
and over 700,000 000 pounds of fodder. 

In the meantime the loss in the 
area of cultivated land was over 
7,000,000 acres. Agriculture was de- 
pressed in the South because the far- 
mers will not attend to their 
own business. The writers and 
speakers recommend that the 
farmers cut up their farms, 
the tendeney of which is to reduce all 


farming to the “40 acresand a mule” | 


system. Men were apt to follow 
Whatever path they thought led to 
honor and glory. If farms were 
made too small to be profitable what 
would become of the farming interest? 
‘Then as population increases and 
property diminishes in value the 
lund moust be increased in fertility, or 
man is destined to perish away irom 
the face of the earth. 

Plenty of material for food plant 
is to be found in theinert minerals of 
the earth to produce good crops by 
atmosphereic action, and this action 
was to be found in compost- 
ing. We must make cheap- 
er crops with which to 
feed our horses and cattle, and 
thereby our profits will be 
greatiy increased. The cotton States 
would save from 75 to $100,000,000 in 
feeding their horses on oats and clo- 
ver instead of corn and fodder. 

On the question of manuring, the 
command to “replenish and subdue 
the earth’? was relied upon as con- 
firmatory of the theory that there 
was asufliciency of inert minerals in 
the earth. 

The speaker read from ‘Pendle- 
ton’s Avriculture,”’ making the fol- 
lowing compilations therefrom: It 
is estimated that 6 inches of soil to 
the acre contains 2,000,000 pounds of 
earth, and that each averave acre 
contains 1

7,053 pounds of potash, 
pounds of lime, 16,000 
pounds of miagnesia, 6,000) 


pounds of soda, 5,400 pounds of sul- 
phurie acid, 8,080 pounds of plios- 
phorie acid and 500 pounds of echlo- 
rine, That an area ot land producing 
25% pounds of lint cotton would take 
10 years to consume the phosphoric 
acid, 2,595 years toconsume the pot- 
ash, 4,671 che lime, 6,418 the magne- 
sia, 6,890 the soda, 4,000 the sulphuric 
acid, and 43 the chlorine, 


The theory of the whole system of 
Mdygecombe agriculture is to render 
the inert minerals in the earth 
soluble, and by pursuing the policy 
of composting she has increased her 
cotton crop from 1,500 to over 22,000 
bales in years past. This county made 
in part of all the ectton 
unte mn the United States, and the 
speaker was proud to represent this 
county in the Cotton State Congress. 

The speaker said that while we 
needed mantufactories in the South, 
yet to make these manufactories 
profitable we must make our lands 
richer, 

Ou motion of Dr. Mills, the tollowe- 
ing resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That the thanks of the 
Congress is eminently due to Col. 
Bridgers for his able and instructive 
address, and that the same be pub- 
lished in the different agricultural 
journals in the cotton States. 

(en. W. R. Cox called attention to 
the resolution adopted on Wednes- 
day asking Congress to make green- 
backs a legal tender for all dues to 
the government and on all importa- 
tions, so that there would be but one 
currency for the government, bond- 
holder and the people, and said that 
it was a contract on the part of the 
government that the interest on the 
bonds issued during and since the 
war should be paid in gold,, and that 
the resolution adopted Wednesday 
asked Congress to violate its contract 
by paying the interest in greenbacks

RIGHTS, DUTIES AND PRIVI- 
LEGES OF GRAND JURORS— 
THE INTEGRITY OF THEBAR. 


The occurrences of last week at- 
tendant upon the efiort to procure 
the indictment of Judge Watts in— 
volved the interesting question of 
the rights of Grand Jurors; and the 
discussion, arising from the expres- 
sion of opinion ealled forth by Judge 
Watts from the members of the bar, 
has been made the oceasion by the 
editor of the Sentinel for compre- 
hensive charges of corruption against 
a profession which, of all others, for 
the well being of society, should be 
pure, and which shonld never he 
assailed withont most convineing 
proofs of its turpitude. 

With a view to giving the public 
the benefit of the information de— 
rived from the opinions ef the bar 
we addressed the subjoined note to 
several gentlemen, We present the 
reply of Judge Fowle as the first iu 
response. 

With regard to the other branch 
of the question—the integrity of the 
bar—it is to be regretted that an 
editor claiming to be at the head 
of one of the leading papers of the 
State, himself a member of the bar, 
should have assailed the bar of Wake 
Superior Court with a charge so 
comprehensive that it admits abso- 
lutely of no qualification in public 
apprehension. A body of gentle- 
men, embracing among them those 
whose lives have been tainted with 
no offence, whose honor has always 
been unsullied, whose purity was 
unstained, whose word was their 
bond, have been consigned by one 
fell sweep of reckless denunciation 
to the level of the miserable shyster 
who disgraces the name of the pro- 
fession in the larger cities of the 
North. 

Is this right? Is this wise? 

There is no calling or profession 

in which unworthy members do not 
creep. But bad men do not come 
into the profession ofthe law open 
in their unworthiness. As hypocri- 
sy is the tribute vice pays to virtue, 
so the assumption of truth and in- 
tegrity isthe livery assumed by even 
the unworthy members of the pro- 
fession in deference to a character 
ascribed by public sentiment and 
worthily sustained through ages of 
human civilization. It is therefore 
a violent distortion of facts, to as- 
eribe to anybody of the profession 
the character of mendacity, venality 
or corruption. 
Is it wise? Society is more in- 
terested in defending and npholding 
the character of the bar than of any 
profession altogether human in its 
functions. To that profession is en- 
trusted the guardianship of the mo— 
mentous transactions between man 
and man which depend for their in- 
volability of secrecy upon the most 
implicit reliance upon honor, To 
the profession is committed the 
charge and management of the im- 
portant relations of property which 
could only be entrusted to it under 
the strongest assurances of tategrity. 
And to the bar in all struggles 
against arbitary power has been as- 
signed the post of leadership in the 
advocacy and defence of liberty. Zo 
the bar is due all that civilization 
knows of civil liberty, all that it 
has experienced of wise statesman- 
ship, and though other callings may 
have been equal in patriotism and 
in services, the learning, the judg- 
ment and the eloquence of the law- 
yer have been the first to fire the 
heart and lead the action in all the 
contests against oppression and in 
all the proceedings which have 
formed and sustained independent 
tales. 

No more fatal injury can be in- 
flicted upon society than the des- 
truction of the confidence that it 
reposed upon the legal profession. 
If they are taught to distrust those 
to whose integrity they are compel- 
led to trust their lives, and their 
fortunes, confidence has no place 
whereon to plant its foot. It is 
gone between man and man because 
its last resting place has been des- 
troyed. If integrity, if honor, if in- 
dependence take their flight from 
the precincts of the Courts, then it 
will be in vain to look for it else- 
where. 

The following is a copy of the 
letter addressed to various gentle- 
men present on the occasion referred 
to, together with the reply of Judge 
Fowle :

This of 
course is predicated upon the assump— 
tion ‘hat the Editor, from his loea- 
tion and the interest he had taken in 
the question ‘Thursday, either knew 
that the matter would come up again 
on Fri lav, or had reason to believe 
it would; and therefore should have 
been present. 

The Editor of the Sentinel has, 
whatever else may be said of him, 
showed his willingness to sufler 
when he believed that civil liberty 
was attacked. It is doing no injus- 
tice to the Editor to say that there 
were present in the Court House on 
Friday members on the Bar who 
would have gone as far and suffered 
us much in the cause of right as the 
Editor of the , and his publi- 
cation is an act of injustice to them 
as well as himself.

REMARKS OF JUDGE how, AS RE- 
PORTED FOR THE SENTINEL, 

Judge Fow!le was next called, and 
said : 

I regret, may it please the court, 
that | cannot agree with my _ brethe 
ren of the bar, who have addressed 
your Honor, upon tne question pro- 
pounded by the Bench, On the con- 
trary my opinion is very deeided,that 
the Grand Jury have the right to ask 
that the witnesses be sworn, and it 
is the duty of your Honor to comply 
with their request, and send the 
witnesses before them. The genera! 
prop o itious stated by the learned 
yentieman Col. Haywood on yester- 
day meet with my concurrence, but 
in the application of those principles, 
we differ widely. In this ease the 
Grand Jury declare that they have 
information that a criminal offence 
has been committed, and ask that 
certain witnesses who they are in- 
formed can testify in regard thereto 
shall be sent before them. The Grand 
Jury by their action declare in effect 
that from information which has 
been imparted tothem, they are well 
satisfied that they ought to inquire 
whether acriminal offence has been 
committed. 

The Grand Jury can send for a wit- 
ness in any case where they have 
personal knowledge that an offence 
has been committed. It was assum- 
ed by the counsel who first addressed 
the court, thatthe Grand Jury by 
their action had so adopted the 
charge that it eomes before the 
court as if they had personal Knuow- 
ledge ofthe commission of the of- 
fence. In this I agree with him, 
and think upon that assomption in 
order that the Grand Jury may ‘‘dil- 
ivently enquire ofsnuch matters as 
nie given them in charge,“ and 
present all things truly as they come 
to their knowledge” the right cosend 
for witnesses who they are satistied 
can give information as to an offence 
which has been giyen them in charge 
must be conceded. The investiga- 
tion having been commenced by the 
Grand Jury, the action of your Hon- 
orin having the witnesses sworn is 
merely ministerial and eannot be 
Said to be judicial in any sense of the 
term, therefore not liable to 
the objection That your Honor is aet- 
inginacase where your Honor is 
concerned, It is a mere formal 
duty, not depending upon your 
Honor’s diseretion, and ix therefore 
strictly aministerial act. 

zut it is said, by some of my breth- 
ren, can a Judge be indieted bya 
(irand Jury over which he presides 
— be arrested by the sheriffan offi- 
cer under his coutrol—and tried by a 
petit jury himself presiding ? A 
part of this can be done, a part can- 
not. A Judge may be sued in a civil 
uetion, and the summons, and under 
certain circumstances an order of ar- 
rest be issued, by the oflicerofa 
court over which he presides, and 
the sheriffmay arrest him and re- 
quire him togive bail, but the case 
cannot be tried in a court where he 
presides. If this can be done ina 
civil action, why can he not be arres- 
ted if he has violated the criminal 
law ’ If he is not liable to indictment 
and arrest, because he is the presi- 
ding Judge of the county, then in 
any county within his judicial dis- 
trict, he can violate the criminal 
law with impunity, provided he does 
not commit an offence of sufficient 
magnitude to warrant his im- 
peachient, This cannot be true. 
rhe majesty of the law must be vin- 
dicated, even in cases where it is 
violated bya Judge. If he can be 
indicted for au interior offenee, that 
is one not punishable by impeach- 
ment, then of course he can be in- 
dicted for an offenee of greater mag- 
nitude, If not, our whole system is 
defective. But I agree with my 
brethren that he cannot be tried in a 
court where he presides, As in civil 
cases, so in criminal; where he is 
indicted, let another Judge preside, 
which can be done either by calling 
aspecial court, and appointing some 
other Judge to hold it, or else by re- 
moving the case out of his judicial 
district. 

My conclusion therefore, is, not 
only that, your Honor has the power, 
but it is your Honor’s dutyto have 
the witness sworn and sent before the 
Grand Jury. 


War Hisrory.—The veteran 
journalist, Mr. Thurlow Weed, ina 
letter to the New York 77 ibune, 
makes an interesting contribution to 
the secret history of the late war.

70 the People of North Carolina : 

The General Assembly at its re- 
cent session called a Convention of 
the people to meet at Raleigh on the 
tth day of September next, for the 
purpose of suggesting such altera- 
tions in our organic law as may be 
deemed wise and expedient, 

NECESSITY FOR CHANGE. 

The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted. and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
gument. It is true that some of our 
promipent men at one time opposed 
the cu for a convention; but their 
xetion was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not on an indisposi— 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform our 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and ill- 
informed men then eontrolling Con- 
gress, and the prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some barsh and 
unconstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
he observed by the officers of the 
Government, and feel asatisfaction in 
announcing to youthatthe time has 
nt last arrived when the officials at 
Washington City concede that the 
people of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their local 
coneerns Which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. We can proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interests of our people. 

TUE CONSTITUTION, TILE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
throes of a Military reconstrue- 
tion. Its authors were mainly 
Sciolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us Without preferment, 
or possessed of qualitictions entitling 
them to it: others Were our recent 
Saves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
still were earpet-baggers, both black 
and white—ahen in feeling and 
Radical in education—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 
where known—to despoil and hu- 
miliate us. And when their work 
was submitted to the people at the 
polis, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon if, and over cighty thousand 
ignorant negroes were given the bal- 
lot to secure its adoption. It is no 
exaggeration to say that not one 
person in ten who voted for it could 
read the instrument, and not one in 
fifty had read it or was even moder- 
ately familiar with its provisions, 
and many gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely temipo- 
rary, and to escape further agitation 
and revolution. [tis natural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edt o our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu. 
nity consistent with reason and pru- 
dence to secure such changes as time 
and experience have shown to be 
necessary. Our organic law should 
be expressed in language clear, sim- 
ple and perspicuous, so that nothing 
may be left to inference or construc- 
tion: our rights, so precisely detined 
as to be — ot by all men of 


ordinary intelligence; and each de- 


partment of the government should 
be so restricted, that while left free to 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
cannot by unwarranted encroach- 
ments embarrass the proper action of 
the others. 


THE CONSLITUTION USS ITE TU OUR CON} 
DITION, 
That the Constitution contains some good 
provisions bo one denies; it would be sin- 
yular if itd d not,}utitsabominabie 
acteristies were so tantfest thal bol a sin- 
gie Conservative member of the Conven- 
tion that passed it could be induced toaflix 
his Signature to it, as adit instrument to be 
submitted tothe people. Indced its provi- 
sions are so toose:y worded and so bediy 
arranged as to constitute but @ mediey of 
tneohsistencies deties the successful 
construction of the courts; in fact, . re- 
concile ine difficult es arising ils prace 
ties! workings, he court bas in some in- 
stances been driven to supply Omissions, 
and ip others to introduce a new principie, 
h therto unknown in the judicial history 
of our State, distinguished as “judicial leg- 
islation,” an innovation anti-republican 
in character and invasive of the rights and 
duties of aseptrate department, Its re- 
ions are so obscure that within the brief 
space of its existence many more decisions 
on constitutional questions have been de- 
manded than in the entire previous histo- 
ry of the State—and of late we have wit- 
nessed the extraordinary spectacle of two 
Sets of judges in both thesecond and eighth 


Judicial Districts, contending for the same 
pos. tion, one of which claiming to hold by 
anappointmeut from the Governor fora 
period of ten years, an office that the Con- 
stitution seems to say is to be fiiled by the 
+ people at the polis, and whose term is ex- 
pressed to be only eight years, 

In many counties, there is a practical de- 
nia! of justice, the cuts are inadequate 
tothe public demands, and thus they are 
driven to resort to special terms, which are 
expensiveand upsa. )sfactory, and persons 
accused of criminal offenses ure often con- 
fined for months without trial. We need a 
speedier justice and a less expensive judi- 
cialy system, We should abolish every 
useless Office, which is now filled by a mere 
consumer; for only by a rigid and prudent 
economy in our public as well as private 
atfairs, can we hope to restore the State to 
prosperity. It isbetieved that the laws wiil 
ve more tmpartinily administered by a re- 
turn to the old practice of a rotation of the 
Judges. 

AMENDMENTS TO TILE CRIMINAL LAW NEC- 
ESSARY, 


It is also hoped that greater Incentive 
to honesty and a purification of the ballot 
box might result from depriving those who 
are convicted! of infamous crimes of the 
trance. 

Then utter ofthe Penitentlary whieh al- 
reney Contains more thin six hundred 
„le- sodied men, also demands carefaltanad 
practical attention, to remove in some 
that bu oden from our shoulders, 
Mostof our private lezisiation should be 
excluded from the General Assembly. 
However, our space does not per- 
us toeatelo the numerous detects 
and imperfections of the present constitu 
tion to enumerate the remedies to be of- 
fe: ed, 

There should be some general ordinance 
alopted in relation lo private enactments, 
thereby reducing the expenses ofthe lag- 

ture, and in order to prevent nasty and 
ihConsiderate levisiation tant no new 
ters be brought torward within —— days of 
(heir adjourning. 


CAREFUL SELECTION OF DELEGATES, 


As to the specitic changes that ought to 
be made, these ure to be considered by the 
etlizens ofthe various counties, whoshoald 
be carelul to select as delegates those who 
will properly reflect their wishes. Men of 
enlarged and practical statesmanship, 
spoticss integrity, representatives of ali 
classes of society, and whose positions 
among them will entitle them their 
labors to confidence and support — 
and in their hands they certainly can more 
safely confide their rights thau in the Con- 
vention of 1568. 

METHODS OF CHANGE, 


Of the two methods prescribed for chang- 
ing the Constitution, that by legisiative 
enactment is expensive, uncertain and 
dangerous; the several amendments re- 
cenily submitted to and ratified by the peo- 
pie encounvered the greatest difficulties in 
their passage, and even after the will of 
the people was declared in their favor by 
over 10,000 majotity, serious apprebensions 
were entertained as to whether they were 
properly adopted; again, legislators when 
possessed of qualifications for such duties, 
„ro encumbered with numerous matters, 
and cannot bring that attention to each 
provision presented for consideration, 
without meeting such criticisms as may 
imperil their labors, 

The Convention method is speedy and

QUALIFICATIONS OF DELEGATES, 

It is Useless, howey r, to seck toquietthe 
mere caviller; the keen op'ics Of some per- 
sons defy all las. The mere fact thatthe 
hoor of the best men in Lhe State is pleda- 
ed to their preservation, should satisfy 
‘Very reasonable voter, This Convention 
is in pursuance of law, and del- 
egate before he be permitted to sift, 
to be entiticd toaseatin said Convention 
of actas delete thereto,” shall swear to 
observe these “restilctions” (see acts 1874-5.)

tions therein prescribed we are not the 
(«nvention ealled by the people, but a self 
constituted body; these views Were con- 
curred in by Macon, Edwards, Morebead, 
and others, We will dismiss the sebject, 
however, by calling attention to the able 
work of Judge Jamieson on “Constitution- 
al Conventions, where, by argument a d 
tue cases cited by him in relation to this 
matter, he demonstrated that Coveuticns 
are bound to obey the restziciions im posed 
by the Legislature in the Aci calling the 
Convention,

ruin upon their party and contfasion to our 
State, 

NLCESSITY OF ORGANIZATION, 

The friends of Convention should at onee 
perect their organization and bring out 
their Dost men in every county in the 
State, The leaders of the Republican parte 
KnoW that their reecless violations of 
the constitution and etlortstocentral zeail 
power inthe hands of the Federal Govern- 
mient, they have justly forfeited theton 
denee abd support of the people: they 
thetefore trust notte their own strength 
but to our apathy, and wi.l endenvor to 
secure our defeat by divisions and ‘false 
We theretore respectfully invite 
thelr attention to the following resolution 
niopted and successfully followed in our 
last 

Resolved, That we earnestly recommend 
tothe members of the Democratic Conser- 
vative purty to discourage independent 
eandidates and all other disorganizers, 
that all support be promptly withdrawn 
Irom every aspirant tor office who shall 
oppose the regular nominees of our Con- 
vVe.utions.

ures to Sustain their desperate fortunes, 
and in theend will fail to submit their 
— to Lue people for ratification or rejec- 
tion. 

Let us, therefore, present a united front, 
and with a general advance along our lines 
Radicalism will not only be routed but 
overwheimed, and a victory for Civil Lib- 
erty assured tor 1876.

_ Crop Reports. 

WASHINGTON, July 15.—The July 
returns tothe Department of Agri- 
culture are unusually full, showing 
animprovement of the cotton crop 
during Jane in all the cotton States 
except Texas. The State averages are 
as — North Carolina %, an 
improvement of 3 per cent.; South 
Carolina %9, improved 2 per cent. 
Gieorgia 7, improved 6 per cent.; 
Florida’ ill, improved 7 per cent. ; 
Alabama 102, improved I per cent.; 


Misssissippi 103, improved 3 per 
cent.: Louisiana 115, improved 
10 per cent.; Texas 95, de- 


clined 3 per cent. Arkansas 10% 
improved 14 per cent. Tennessee 10% 
improved, 10 per cent. Some por- 
tions of the cotton area were afilcted 
with drought, which however was 
less injurious to cotton than to other 
crops. Its injuries were mostly com- 
pensated by the opportunity it affor- 
ded for better . ofother crops. 
In Texas cut worms, cotton caterpil- 
jars and grasshoppers were injurious 
in some localities. Afew isolated 
reports also mention cotton lice, but 
insist that the depredations so far 
have not affected the crop to an ex- 
tent worth estimating. 


The Miners !to be kept Ont of the 
Black Hills. 

OMAHA, July 13.—In reply to an 
inquiry of General George Crook to 
the War Department as to what 
should be done with the miners al- 
ready in the Black Hills country, and 
those hereafter found therein, the 
following dispatch has just been re- 
ceived through Generals Sherman 
and Sheridan :
